2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 

applicant's disclosure: 

a. Fujita (US 2004/01 30576) in view of Lewis (US 2003/0040962), Wu (US 
2005/0108656), and Taira (US 2005/0213941) discloses a touch apparatus with 
overlay controls which resize according to a change in display aspect ratio. 
However, none of the prior art discloses "wherein the first operation button is 
displayed in a screen area before the change in aspect ratio and is replaced by a 
second operation button that is displayed in the screen area after the change in 
aspect ratio" and "generating the command when the screen area is continually 
selected during the change in aspect ratio, the change in aspect ratio causing the 
first operation button to be replaced by the second operation button in the screen 
area" as is currently claimed in independent claims 1-6.
